GUAYHAS, Mex., Oct. 12.— Advices 
slowly reaching tbin port from Pacitit! 
ports of Mexico and ports on the west 
side of the linlf of Califoriii.i convey 
the intelligeuco that th^ hurricane 
swept northward during the four days 
—Sept. 80, Oct. 1, S and 3— caused groat 
damage to j Ko p a rty and shipping, and 
Hiat a nnmb«r ox lives were lost. Tele- 
graph wires were prostrated, and infor- 
mation comes in by degrees as people 
arrive from below. 

The Irafricane erosssd tlie Isthmus of 
Tehauntepee, sweni np the coast into 
the Gulf of Caufomia, doing great 
damage. The hnntoane was aooompa- 
nied by deluges of water, whioh com- 
pleted the ruin the wind had wrought. 
At Topolobampo all the honsea of tlie 
American colony were greatly daui- 
aged aud the customhouse was 
wrecked. 

Tho Alioniy river, north of Topolo- 
bampo, oveitiowed its banks and de- 
stroyed sutrir plantations and sugar 
mills mile-i away from the channel 
of the stre.im. The entire cane cro]) of 
tho state of Sinaloa as far as re porn -d 
is complt tely ruined and tho sugar 
lands and refineries at Ahoiie, the prop- 
erty of Mark Shrrwooil of Cliieago and 
associates, were demolished. The sogar 
crop on the Yaqui river in tho state of 
Sonora is also destroyed. 

The daiiiiige to the sugar interest of 
tlio states ol Siiiaola anil Sonorn is esti- 
mated at several millions of dollars. 
Several coasting steamers are several 
days overdue at (hiaymas. and great 
apprehension is felt for their safety. 
The Willamette Valley found safety in 
Magdalene tniy. Topol'):i imp j is tlio 
farthest point south fro n which ad- 
vices are at haiid, aud the damage be- 
low that point is uuknowu, but is be- 
lieved to b o great.

Daraat Laaraa tha WRnaea Stand After 
Taatirjiiic In n>» Own l>rf<<n«e. 

San Francisco, Oct. 13.— After a 
three days' ordeal, Theodore Duraut 
yesterday left the witness stand. Dis- 
trlot Attorney Bamee tried to draw 

from the defendant admissions that he 
was well acquainted with the use of 
bromo-seltzer, as used in medicine. 
Dnrant's replies indicated that he had 
devoted the night to a stndy of the 
compound, as he rcpl ed that he bad 
conversed with Dr. West about it in 
tho jail the previous eveuiiiff. He Was 
able to give its au.ilysis and detailed its 
pathological effect. 

For tiie tir-t time during iho trial 
Duraiit pii atleil ignorance. In lejily t i 
a question ny .Mr. H irncs n • ^a il ii did 
not kni)v>- wiiat an ul.bi was nuiil aiier 
his trial began. 

While testifying yesterday the pris- 
oner became lia.tly (tonfiised at times, 
and when questioned regarding his ex- 
perience at (.hooper medical college, be- 
came so mixed in his dates tnat he li.id 
to refer to a card that he carried in his 
pocket to set himself right.' lie became 
noticeably confused and rather testy in 
his replies wlirii examined lU regard to 
the iiitervi;'W he had with Oilbert V. 
Graham, a fellow student, at the c;ty 
ri.soii, whoni tho prosecutio.i claims 
uraiit a.''ked (Jraham to furnish him 
with a copy of ilienotesot D''. (Cheney's 
lecture, remarking: "If I hud those 
notes I would bo able to prove an 
alibi." 

Darant. iu his dogged way, ileiiied 
absolutely that he had inaiie such a 
declaration, aud tried to explain by 
te.stifying that Graliam came to him 
with protfers of assiatance, go ng so f ir 
as to inquire anxiously if Darant had 
the uotes of Dr. Cheney's lecture.

MEXICAN BOUNDA RY LINE. 

Tbo 4olat Camiabtloa Uaoo Moro Vagluii 
Work in Waabiagtoa. 

Washi.vqton, Oct. 13.— The commis- 
sion appointed umier tho treaty of i'eb. 
29, 18.^3, to survey and relocate the ex- 
isting frontier line between the United 
Stales and Mexico, resumed its sessions 
iu this city yesterday. The coiumiMsioii 
consists 01 (;olouel .). W. Bai-low; Lieu- 
tenants 1). D. Uailiard and A. T. Mos- 
mau, on Uihalf of tlie United States, 
aud .Seuors Don Jacolo Blauco, Don 
It'elipe Valle and Don Jose Tomboual, 
representing Mexico. 

The purpose of the commission is to 
resnrvey the land boundary from the 
Kiu Grande west to tlia coast. When 
the original boundary line was fixed in 
the early fifties, but few monuments 
aud markings were erected. xVlost of 
them have since 2 disappeared. The 
commission has spent about three years 
in field work aud held its last session 
iu San Diego, Cel., about a year ^o. 
The looadow of (he line does not in- 
volve any disputed' territory. Yester- 
day the commission began work on the 
Held uotes. Colonel Barlow is of the 
opiniou that the full report will not be 
completed before spring. Another 
M9.xicun b<*undary line commission is 
working on the boundary originally 
fixed by the Rio Grande fiver, whioh 
has a constantly shifting bed. 

BolBiaa Caae IlevUed. 

Inoianapous, Oct. 13.— Interest in 
the Holmes case was revived here yes- 
terdi^r by the reappearance of Detective 
Geyer of Pbiladeiphia. He turned up 
unexpectedly in Covington. Gtoing to 
the bouse where Howard Pietsel was 
murdered and his body burned, Geyer 
fitted a key from bis pocket in the front 
door night latoh. It worked perfectly. 
The key had been found on the person 
of Holmes after his arrest in Philadel- 
la. Dr. Thompson, who lived in the 
lonse before Hounes occupied it, reoog- 
niaed the key as tne one he had him- 
self carried for two years.

Nkw York, Oct. 13.— R. O. Dun A 
Company's weekly review of trada 
says: The price barometer gives indi- 
cations rh.it are not entirely favorable. 
Cotton goo, Is go up with increasing evi- 
dence that tho crop of ootton is short. 
Prices of other manufactured products, 
of wool, hides and leather, all show 
some decline, a general abatement in 
new orders being ti'.e principal cause. 
With au immense volume of business, 
not luueh exceeded in the largest 
month of the exceptional year, 1998, 
and with evidence that in several im- 
portant branches the volume has sur- 
passed that of any previous year, there 
is a growing uncertainty about the near 
future of iudustrics. Money markets 
are neither strained nor threatening, 
foreign exchanges no longer raise ap* 
prehension, all fears about the great 
northern crops are past. There have 
been few advances in wages of labor 
within the past mouth and only a few 
works have been closed by strikes for 

au advance. iJSSSIl 

The prodnctiou of pig irou Oct. 1 was 
the largest in the history of the coun- 
try— 201,414 tons weekly, against 194,- 
Ov*» Sept. 1, lUti.OOO being the highest 
in 1892. Siocks unsold are uot stated, 
but substantially the whole production 
is iu execution of past orders. On the 
other hand, new orders are exceedingly 
small. There is a marked decrease in 
almost all finished orders, tank steel is 
lower, bar irou is offered by some at 
concessions, plates are not firm, the 
structural demand has greatly increased 
and wire rods decliuo |i to with 
lower wire aud much reduced demand 
for noils. Bessemer pig bos fallen |1 
to $15 at Pittsburg, and grey forge 23 
oents, aud prioes of iron products aver- 
age 1 1-2 per cent lower for the week. 
Discontinuance of a demand, whioh 
could not be expected tooontinna at tha 
same rate after prices had risen 83.9 per 
cent, leaves actual oonsamptien in 
question. 

In woolen mannfaotnres a demand 
for dress goods and some specialties 
keeps many fully employed, but most 
of the works making men's woolens, 

for which new orders scanty, find not 

enough to keep them running. To pile 
up goods in advance, wholly in the dark 
as to future foreign competition, in- 
volves such risk tnat some concerns 
may close for a time. Yet sales of 
wool continue heavy, 11,349,300 pounds 
for the week, largely specnlative. The 
cottou manufacture is peculiarly fa- 
vored by the rise in materials, and by 
the I xtraonliuary stock of cotton 
brought over from last year, but goods 
are also advancing, those ijuotod last 
week now averaging !»U.H, against 87..") 
per cent of tlie prices of 181)0. 

It is too early for cottou movements 
to cast much light on the probable 
yield. Port receipts, tlius far 23 per 
cent smaller than last year, do uot indi- 
cate as small a crop as many feared, in 
view of the known lateness of picking. 
Widely circulated .idvices to hold bai.;k 
ct)ttou have some influence ul.so. .\t 
present prices, averaging 8 1-2 cents in 
southern inaikt ts agaiust ,"> li-4 a vear 
ago, 7,OU0,UO0 bales will bring fiii.OOO,- 
000 more than 9,800,000 bales broaglii 
lust year. 

Wheat itceipts have beeu 7,.'j31,474 
bushels, against 4,0!KJ, 181 last year, and 
Atlantic exports only 1 ,7U7, (12!) bushels, 
flour included, against l,)ii>8,786 last 
year. Tlie movement at Duluth is so 
heavy as to absorb vessels, and almost 
arrest more shipments. 

Failures for the week have included 
two banks aud several concerns of some 
size, and have been 268 in the United 
States, against 231 last year, and 8S in 
Canada, against 43 last year.

W.\sniNin<>N, Oct. 12.— M.ijor Lud- 
low, the president of tho commission 
sent by the president to Nicaragua to 
make the government investigation of 
the canal, has finished his repott and it 
will bo made public shortly. Major 
Ludlow makes a most exhaustive state- 
ment and lus chief reoommendation Is 
in favor of the Nioaragaan route other 
than the Panama oue. 

But iu bis report he says that the line 
alraady laid out by the Nicaragua Canal 
company is uot the best oue, for the 
commission by its investigation found 
that it would be more feasible and 
cheaper in the end to take a different 
course than that pursued by the oom- 
pany's engineers. 

Speaking about the work of the har- 
bor at Greytuwn, the report will say 
that uU that is done so far is as good as 
naught, lor although there has been a 
great deal of dredging, the harbor be- 
ing of a sandy soil, as soon as the ex- 
cavations have been made the sand has 
washed into them again and rendered 
the work almost nil. 

Major Ludlow iu his report states 
most distinctly that the commission 
reoomniond that the government should 
assume financial responsibility for the 
ondertakiug aud should build the caoaL 
These are the cliief recommendations in 
the report, id though, of course, (ha doo-

DR. ADAMSON WITHDRAWS. 



The Louiavilie Courier-Journal pub- 
lished one morning this week a apedal 

frcm Mancliofter, Clay County, that 
shows what free-speech and fair-play 
mean in iOB« Repabliean aeotiona. A 

young Democrat who undertook to make 
a speech at Manchester ia answer to 
Col. Bradley was attacked by Republi- 
cans, threatened with knives and piatola 
and choked into aubmiaaion. He was 
then put under bond of $1^000 to "keep 
the peace." 

Here'a the account in fnll, according to 
the special : "After Mr. Bradley had con- 
cluded hia apeech Profeaeor W. F. Hin- 
kle, a young aohool teacher of some abil- 
ity and of a character above roproarh, 
wiahed to anawer aome of Mr. Bradley's 
atatementa and arose for that purpose. 
But the Republican leaders present were 
not disposed to allow anything of the 
kind and began to shout, "Take him 
down!" and then "Take him to jail!" 
When Hinkle insisted on talking the Re- 
publicans got mad. 

" Mr. Bradley took hia leave hurriedly, 
and County Judge Parker, the Sheriff 
and Heveial utlierf crowded around Hin- 
kle in an intimidating way. Knivea and 
piatola were drawn, and when Hinkle, 
aeeinghis danger, reachc! for Iii<? saddle 
pocketa, he was seized and choked to the 
floor by the < officers of the law,' who aur- 
rounded Iiiin. Many pistnls were OUt, 
but as it waa a mob against a handful the 
Republicans won. Those who were near 
assert that Parker, the County Judge, 
approadied llinklo at the beginning of 
the trouble with a drawn knife, while 
the Republican Sheriff and his deputiea 
pulled their guns. 

"Hinkle waa arrested by the guardians 
of the peace for the crime of attempt- 
ing to make a Democratic speech, and, 
in further mockery of justice, was ar- 
raigned liefore the same Judge Parker 
who had participated in the affair, and 
was IjDund over in S1,000 tO 'keep the 
peace,' which probably meana to make 
no more Democratic apeecbee.
